Fort Wayne is Celebrating Labor Day 


in Fine Fashion With Wealth

Marching p_roudly to the notes of 


inspiring'music between thousands of 
admiring spectators .massed solidly 
upon either side of the down-town 


. streets along the entire route o£ tho 


parade, organized labor in Fort Wayne 
today gave a magnificent exemplifica- 
tion of its sturdy strength and its de- 
votion to the principles of unionism. It 
was the parade which marked the be- 
ginning of the official observance of 
Labor Day in this city, and the pa- 
geant was one of the largest and best 
ever .seen in Fort Wayne. There were 
thousands of" men in line and other 
thousands along the line of march who 
again and again attested their friend- 
Bhip to -labor's cause by prolonged 
cheers as the .various divisions, each 
headed by its band, filed by. 
' Labor day weather was ideal, the 
rains Sunday having clarified the at- 
mosphere and reduced the tempera- 
ture to a degree of wholesome corn- 
fort, and there was the widest observ- 
ance of_the day in Port.Wayne. None 
of" the jtfig .-Manufacturing establish- 
ments were in operation, and the thou- 
sands of operatives, joined by em- 
ployes in stores, offices and mercantile 
establishments generally gave them- 
selves over to the observance of the 
holiday. For an hour before the pa- 
rade~there was the usual activity of 
preparation, marked by music of the 
bands and the marching of the various 
organizations as they sought division 
formation and fell into line as a part 
of the composite picture. 


Cut Down Police Detail 


The demand upon the police depart- 


ment caused by the presence of an 
unusual number -of attractions in the 
city necessitated the cutting of the 
platoon at the head of the parade 
flown to eight patrolmen in command 
of the veteran Sergeant Harkenrider. 
The patrolmen 
were Krueckeberg, 


Christ, 
Cheviron, Lauer, 
Geoglein, 


Eisenhut, Junk and Buuck. The pa- 
rade in command of Chief Marshal J. 
W. Close moved very shortly after 10 
o'clock, with the City Packard band 
as the first musical organization in 
line. 


Carriages next in order contained 


Mayor Hosey, the speaker of the day, 
Hon. 
William M. Rossell, of Chicago, 


and the officers of the Fort Wayne 
Federation of Labor. The machinists 
had the" place of honor as the first la- 
bor organization in the line, and they 
were .followed by the machinists' help- 
ers,' the. iron and Steel workers and 
the boilermakers. In the ranks of the 
latter was a big company of sturdy 
fellows from the Baltimore & Ohio 
railroa'd shops, at Garrett... They are 
attired in blue caps, white shirt 
wais.ts,.red belts and black trousers, 
and were placed ahead of the Fort 
Wayne members of the craft. The lat- 
ter had a float containing a forge and 
a huge boiler, with men at work, while 
the marchers carried boilermakers' 
hammers. 
.The dress of the Fort 


Wayne men was black shirts, caps 
and trousers. 


Telegraphers in Line. 


The electrical workers made a cre- 


ditable showing in blue shirts, black 
caps and trousers, and with them 
marched the commercial telegraphers 
who are now out on strike. Pipe-fit- 
ters, ' blacksmiths, pattern makers, 
Iron molders, car wheel molders and 
helpers completed the first division, 
commanded by Assistant Marshal 
Fred Chiids. 


Assistant Marshal John Jones com- 


manded the Second division, with the 
Citizens' band as the musical organ- 
ization, and led by the plumbers -who 
carried canes of gas pipe. Then came 
the plasterers, the sheet metal work- 
ers and the painters and decorators, 
attired in white duck suits, the carpen- 
ters and joiners, the lathers, the brick- 
layers, car men from the Pennsylvania 
and the Wabash shops and the build- 
ing laborers. 
' The third division was in command 
of Assistant Marshal John Umbrecht, 
headed by the Fort Wayne Military 
hand 
The labor organizations com- 


prising the division were the barbers, 
the stage employes, the printers, the 
bartenders, the cigarmakers, the two 
unions of retail clerics and the stereo- 
f.ypers and electrotypers. 


At the head of the fourth division 


was Assistant Marshal J. F. Smith 
with the Arion band, the labor organi- 
zations including the street railway 
employes, the beer bottlers, the brew- 
ery workmen, the beer drivers, the 
meat cutters, the steam engineers, the 
horseshoers, the pressmen and. press 


feeders, the leather workers and the 
team drivers. 


Prior to the start of the parade the 


Packard band, with its forty men, 
had divided, detailing a band of six- 
teen of its members to lead the fifth 
division, which included the brother- 
hood of railway trainmen, the stone- 
cutters, the stonemasons and the let- 
ter carriers. 


Minstrel Band in It. 


When the long division of decorated 


wagons and floats prepared by busi- 
ness houses started on its march to 
bring up the rear of the line, Donnelly 
& Hatfield's minstrel band, out for a 
parade to boom the appearance of the 
company at the Majestic, swung into 
the line and led the industrial divi- 
sion over the greater part, of the line 
of march, making the sixth band in 
the pageant. 
' 


The line of march WES changed 


somewhat from the usual custom. It 
moved south on Barr street from the 
city hall to Montgomery street, thence 
east to Calhoun, north .on Calhoun to 
Berry, west on Berry to Broadway, 
south of Broadway 
to 
Washington i 


street, and west on Washington to' 
Swinney park. The parade was in al! i 
respects a creditable one. The labor j 
organizations turned out largely and 
presented 
a handsome 
appearance, 


while the floats and decorated wagons 
of the business houses attracted much 


j attention and furnished some laugh- 
I able features'. 


. The day is one of the busiest holi- 
days Fort Wayne has known in many 
years,

LEGIONS OF LABOR 


CELEBRATING DAY 


Conditions are Good, Wages are High 


and Never So Many Were at 


Work, Say Union Leaders

New oYrk, Sept. 2.—More than five 


million men and women, members of 
labor organizations, will spend today 
celebating the one day m the year set 
apart in most of the states and terri- 
tories in the Union as a tribute to 
those who earn their daily bread. From 
all parts of the country comes the in- 
formation that laboring men and wo- 
men have fared well in the last twelve 
months and the day will be celebrated 
with enthusiasm. 
There have been 


fewer labor controversies than usual, 
only four serious strikes having been 
recorded during the year. Such other 
disputes 
as 
have 
arisen 
between 


capital and labor have been settled 
by arbitration. 


The general situation throughout 


the country is good from a labor stand- 
point. Wages, according to reports in 


the hands of the Federal Bureau of 
Labor, were never so high 
in this 


country as now, nor were there ever 
so many men at work. Hours have 
shortened rather than lengthened, and 
the remuneration, according to govern- 
ment experts, has generally kept pace 
with the increased cost of living. 


In this city great, preparations have 


been made for the celebration of the 
day. 
the principal features of which 


will he the parades this morning by 
members of the central federation and 
the building trades councils. 


It is expected that there will be 


fifty thousand men and women, with 
sixty bands of music and a large num- 
ber of floats in the parade of the Cen- 
tral Federated Union. The Building 
Trades councils expect to have twenty 
thousand men in line.

After having committed three burg- 


laries in the central portion of the 
city last night without detection James 
A. Leonard was caught in the com- 
mission of the fourth at M. J. Cam- 
pion's news stand at Calhoun and Wil- 
liams street at 2:15 o'clock this morn- 
ing and arrested by Patrolmen Wester- 
man and Adkins, who had concealed 
themselves ' across 
the street and 


watched him break a glass from a rear 
window and enter the place. Two shots 
were fired through a partition before 
be finally went to the officers and sur- 
rendered and 
they 
took 
him out 


through the same hole he had crawled 
through. 


He was arraigned in police court this 


morning but was so much under the in- 
'fluence of opium that his case.was con- 
tinued and will probably be taken up 
in the circuit court when it opens to- 
morrow morning. Leonard is a ma- 
chinist and has been employed at the 
Noble machine works and for three 
months had boarded at 
the Union 


house on West Main street. When he 
was arrested he bad a, box of opium 
in his pocket and the officers at police 
headquarters were compelled to let 
him take some of the drug so as to 
keep him awake long enough to get 
him into police court. He has been 
for several years addicted to the drug. 


Began on Main Street. 


The first burglary was committed at 


Louis Gephart's meat market at 336 
West Main street and was a bold one. 
A heavy plate giass was smashed in 
one of the double front doors and the 
cash drawer was robbed of between 
SI and $1.50 in pennies. The crash of 
the glass was heard in the neighbor- 
hood but no particular attention was 
given to the matter. This occurred 
about a quarter past eleven. 


From the meat market the burglar 


went to Frank Falke's saloon in the 
alley back of the Arcade and smashed 
a glass in the back door. There he 
robbed the register of 54.S5 and a coat 
and vest are missing, but it is not 
known whether or not he got them. 
He also took a bunch of keys and some 
cigars and a bottle of whiskey. 


He also inspected Mr. Falke's collec- 


tion of ores and although some of them 
were marked with figures that Indi- 
cated they were very valuable Leonard 
turned them all down and left them 
stacked/- on a show case where he 
placed f -.em to look them over. 


I 5t Foreign Order Book. 


A ra .r window was 5m i ;hed at the 


Beverforden drug store at Calhoun and 
Grand streets after the shutters had 
been forced open and the fact that the 
place is immediately across the street 
from the Wabash offices and freight 
house where people are engaged all 
night marks the burglary as a bold 
one. 


The most valuable thing taken there 


was a foreign money order book of 
blanks belonging to the National Ex- 
press company, which 
would have 


been of great value had it fallen in the 
hands of a crook smart enough to use 
it. Leonard did not appreciate it., how- 
ever, as he threw it away in the alley 
between Calhoun and Harrison streets 
running from Butler to Williams. He 
accompanied 
the 
officers 
and 
Mr. 


Beverforden in their search for the 
bock and 
a 
number 
of insurance 


policies and a tin box also taken, but 


could not remember where 
he had ' 


thrown them and he led the party 
over a big portion of that section of 
the city before the papers were finally 
located.

He got $4.35 from the cash register 


and $7.15 belonging to the Brother- 
hood of Railroad Trainmen and paid 
to Mr. Beverforden as dues. The safe 
was left open as the drug clerk who 
generally attends to it has been away 
and the proprietor could not remember 
the combination. 


Overlooks $90 in the Safe. 


Leonard might have had $90 at the 


drug store without much trouble. This 
money was contained in a drawer and 
a lock department in the safe, both of 
which could have been opened with 
half as much energy as he displayed 
in getting into the store, as he ha_d to 
squeeze himself through a small open- 
ing because a board was nailed across 
the lower part of the window. 


A National Express 
money order 


book of domestic blanks was also in 
easy reach and could have been taken, 
but was left. There were some small 
articles missing from the store. 


Patrolmen Saw Him. 


Patrolmen Westerman 
and Adkins 


met at. Williams and Calhoun streets 
about 2 o'clock to report at the patrol 
box there and while they were talking 
they saw 
Leonard 
and 
his action 


aroused their suspicion. They watched 
him as he walked to the rear of'the 
store and heard him break the glass. 
In order to make a good case against 
him they did not disturb him. 


He crawled in through the broken 


window, which is hidden from 
the 


front by a partition near the rear end 
of the store, and crouching behind the' 
counters he commenced a search of 
the store for the cash drawer, which 
hu finally located near the front. Ha 
opened it and took $10 and crossed to 
the other side of the building. 


Then the officers entered through 


the same window 
the 
burglar had 


broken out and commanded him to 
hold up his hands and come to where 
they were standing. They got no re- 
sponse until two 
shots 
were fired, 


through the partition and Leo:Hrd 
came out. He was taken out through 
the window and 
the 
patrol wagon 


called. 


He was unarmed and had nothing in 


the way of burglar's tools. The patrol- 
men searched him and found $14.50 in 
his pocket along with 
the 
box of 


opium. At headquarters he was so 
much under the influence of the nar- 
cotic that he could not give a good 
account of himself. 


At the Union house it was stated he 


had been boarding there three months 
and had always conducted himself in 
a way to invite confidence. Some brass 
was stolen some time ago from the 
shop in which he was employed, but 
an effort to connect him with the theft 
was not successful. He says he is mar- 
ried and has a family either at Van 
| Wert or Lima. When he was arraigned 
he seemed dazed and did not want to 
enter any plea. 


After the shots were fired another 


man was seen running through an alley 
back of the Campion store and it is 
likely he had a companion, although 
he denied this when he was questioned. 
The man was evidently under the In- 
fluence of opium when he committed 
the burglaries.

's sumed at lunch, causing a delay in 


opening the meeting at the theater of 
nearly an hour. 


The large room was two-thirds full 


when, at 2:20 o'clock, Engineer Rob- 
ert John, of the 
Nickel Plate, .an- 


nounced the first number on the pro- 
gram. Mr. John, who is always in a 
happy frame of mind, was particular- 
ly jovial yesterday and his announce- 
ment of the events and the introduc- 
tion of the speakers was one of the 
very interesting features of the meet- 
ing.The stage was attractively decorat- 
ed with potted plants, at one side was 
a large portrait of P. M. Arthur, for 
so many years the grand chief of the 
order and one who did so much to- 
wards its upbuilding, an'd at the front, 
suspended from the drop curtain, was 
the order's banner, bearing the mot- 
to, "Sobriety and Truth, Justice and 
Morality."

the'Tast body of engineers. Mr. Niezer 
also touched upon the question of em- 
ployer and employe, comparing the 
conditions teday with those that ex- 
isted twenty-five years ago, saying 
there has been a material and good 
change; that the capitalist and the la- 
borer are fast recognizing the rights 
of the other and that success or ad- 
versity to one affects the other in an 
almost equal degree. This sentiment 
seemed to strike a responsive cord in 
the minds of his hearers also, and par- 
ticularly the railway officials and the 
B. R. T. men. 
At the close of 
Mr. Niezer's re- 


marks, some' of the railway officials 
were called upon for speeches, and 
each responded. In the course of his 
remarks Supt. McKim said that al- 
though he would not vouch for the ab- 
solufe authenticity of the numbers 
that there were approximately 1,000,- 
000 men employed 
by the 
various 


railroads in this country, of which 
numoer over 60 per cent, are married 
or have 
families 
dependent upon 


them. Taking the conservative basis 
of five members to each family, it is 
found that 4,000,000 persons are 
di- 


rectly dependent upon the railroads 
of the United States for a livelihood, 
making the influence o: the railroad 
employes in the body politic one of 
astounding proportions. 
The power 


which can be wielded by this great 
body of -wage earners is one which 
can" if properly- directed, be made into 


membership rolls. 
Seventeen years 


ago the insurance feature of the aux- 
iliary was added and Mrs. Boomer re- 
cited several instances to illustrate 
the great good this branch is doing. 
She also spoke of the beneficent influ- 
ence of the "Study club," an educa- 
tional feature introduced a few years 
ago.
